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NH culls crowded Democratic fiel 


Bennet, Yang drop out of 2020 contest after poor showing

MANCHESTER, N.H. — 
Fiery progressive Bernie 
Sanders fought for Demo- 
cratic front-runner status 
Tuesday night as New 
Hampshire’s first-in-the- 
nation primary began to cull 
the crowded field, bringing 
at least some clarity to a 
presidential nomination 


fight marred so far by dys- 
function and doubt. 

As Sanders predicted 
victory, former Mayor Pete 
Buttigieg hoped to seize 
the backing of his party’s 
establishment with a 
strong finish. Joe Biden 
just wanted to avert politi- 
cal disaster after leaving 
the state hours before the 
final polls closed. 

New Hampshire began 
narrowing the Democrats’ 
unwieldy 2020 class even 


before the final results were 
known. 

Political newcomer An- 
drew Yang, having attracted 
a small but loyal following 
over the past year, was sus- 
pending his campaign. He 
was one of just three ethnic 
minorities left in the race. 

Also out: Colorado Sen. 
Michael Bennet, who ran as 
a just-the-facts moderate in 
a race in which liberal can- 
didates grabbed the head- 
lines. 


Sen. Elizabeth Warren, 
among the front-runners 
for months, was doing 
poorly in early results but 
told cheering supporters, 
“Our campaign is built for 
the long haul, and we are 
just getting started.” 

She said Sanders and 
Buttigieg are “both great 
candidates,’ and congratu- 
lated “my friend and col- 
league” Amy Klobuchar

Estate to stay in local hands 


Bonnet House safe from takeover by Florida Trust for Historic Preservation

Local history enthusiasts 
will take ownership of Bon- 
net House, the 100-year-old 
estate near Fort Lau- 
derdale’s beach, fending off 
a takeover by the Florida 


Trust for Historic Preserva- 
tion. 

The estate, with its old- 
time Florida feel and lush 
landscape between the 
ocean and Intracoastal 
Waterway, is a favorite des- 
tination for Fort Lau- 


derdale tourists and belov- 
ed venue for locals hosting 
weddings and public 
gatherings. 

The conflict between the 
house and the Florida 
Trust dismayed many who 
believed the house should 


be run by a local board that 
visits it regularly and cares 
about its every ceiling 
crack and rusting faucet. 
Fort Lauderdale Mayor 
Dean Trantalis even asked

Boca says ‘yes’ 
to marijuana 
dispensaries 


City reverses 
five-year ban on 
medical pot

BOCA RATON - After 
more than five years, Boca 
Raton decided to join the 
growing number of South 
Florida communities that 
allow medical marijuana 
dispensaries. 

Boca had banned the 
dispensaries in 2014. In a 
3-2 vote Tuesday night, the 
City Council approved re- 
pealing the ban and allow- 
ing the businesses within 
the city. Companies can 
start applying for permits 
immediately. 

Councilman Andy 
Thomson introduced the 
bill. He, Councilwoman 
Monica Mayotte and May- 
or Scott Singer voted in fa- 
vor, while Councilwoman 
Andrew Levine O’Rourke 
and Councilman Jeremy 
Rodgers were opposed. 

“This is medicine for 
people who need it, and 
need it badly? Thomson 
said. 

The vote came after 


about two hours of public 
discussion and council dis- 
cussion. 

Rodgers wanted to wait 
until after next year’s Flor- 
ida Legislature session, 
perhaps until June 2021 
He said he was more com- 
fortable waiting a while, 
citing the federal prohib- 
ition on marijuana. The 
council decided to move 
forward right away. 

In 2016, Florida voters 
approved the use of medi- 
cal marijuana for medical 
conditions including epi- 
lepsy, Crohn’s disease, 
multiple sclerosis and 
others. Seventy-one per- 
cent of voters across the 
state approved the mea- 
sure, including 76% of 
Boca Raton voters. But the 
city’s ban on dispensaries 
continued. 

In order for patients to 
be able to buy medical mar- 
ijuana from a dispensary, 
they first need a card from 
the state indicating that 
they qualify for treatment 
under state law. 

More than 400,000 peo- 
ple have qualified for the

WASHINGTON — Sen- 
ior Justice Department of- 
ficials intervened to over- 
rule front-line prosecutors 
and will recommend a 
more lenient sentence for 
Roger Stone, convicted last 
year of impeding investiga- 
tors in a bid to protect his 
longtime friend President 


Donald Trump, a senior de- 
partment official said Tues- 
day. 

The highly unusual 
move prompted one of the 
government’s key prose- 
cutors to resign and three 
others to withdraw from 
the case. 

It came after federal 
prosecutors in Washington 
asked a judge late Monday
